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8. (Amended) The adhesive tape of claim 1 [or claim 2], wherein the flame 
retardant is added in an amount of 20 - 200 parts by weight per 100 parts by weight of the 
olefin polymer. 

9. (Amended) The adhesive tape of claim 1 [or claim 2], wherein the flame 
retardant is a metal hydroxide. 

10. (Amended) The adhesive tape of claim 1 [or claim 2], which has a dynamic 
storage modulus (E') at 80°C of not less than 25 MPa and a dynamic storage modulus 
(E') at 120°C of not less than 10 MPa. 

1 1. (Amended) The adhesive tape of claim 1 [or claim 2], wherein the substrate 
is not crosslinked during or after a forming process thereof.
